They show that this city 1s In danger of 
being cut off indefinitely from the moun- 
tain highway system, while operations are 
under way to make Calgary the headquar- 
ters for motor tourist traffic over that 
highway system all the way up to Jasper. 

That possibility is serious enough to 
justify and demand the action of the city 
council in pointedly calling to the atten- 
tion of Premier Bennett that Edmonton 
looks to him to see that it gets a Square 
deal in this matter of connection with the 
mountain highways. ; 

If the Dominion Government sees fit 
to build a highway from Banff to Jasper, 
inside the Dominion park and with Domin- 
ion money, neither Edmonton nor the pro- 
vince of Alberta can prevent it doing so. 
And in times when unemployment is rife 
there will and should be no disposition to 
object to that or any other worth while 
constructive undertaking that the Domin- 
ion may be willing to pay for. 

But the plain fact is that unless the 
Udmonton-Jasper highway is completed 
end brought up to Trans-Canada standard, 
Jasper Park will be made an adjunct to the 
city of Calgary so far as motor traffic is 
concerned and Edmonton will be effective- 
ly cut off from any chance to even share 
in the benefits of that traffic to and in the 
great national playground of which Ed- 
monton has hitherto been the recognized 
gateway. 

If the Edmonton-Jasper highway is 
completed, Edmonton will at least be given 
its legitimate opportunity to share in those 
benefits, and will have no good grounds 
upon which to oppose the building of the 
Banff-Jasper road. That is all in the cir- 
cumstances that Edmonton can expect to 
get, but if it does not get that it will have 
very solid reason to feel that it is being 
made the victim of sectional or political 
discrimination. 

Work is now under way on the exten- 
sion of the Kamloops highway from Blue 
River to Jasper. It is to be assumed that 
work is also proceeding under the agree- 
ment entered into two years ago by the 
Dominion Government and the Govern- 
ment of British Columbia for the construc- 
tion of a highway from Jasper to the Big 
Bend of the Columbia. If Edmonton is 
connected with Jasper it will have access 
by these alternative routes to the Trans- 
Canada and the Coast, as well as to the 
Jasper-Banff highway. 

The city council, Chamber of Com- 
merce, and any and all other organizations 
which may be able to bring influence to 
bear, will be neglecting an opportunity to 
defend Edmonton's rights and interests, 
and those of central and northern Alberta 
as well, if they fail to concentrate now 
on the effort to get the Dominion Govern- 
ment to back the province in carrying the 
Kdmonton-Jasper highway to completion 
on the same standard as that to which the 
‘Trans-Canada is to be built, 


THEY SHOULD ASK PLENTY 

The agreement entered into by the Do- 
minion and the Provincial Government 
places upon the latter the responsibility to 
decide what relief work projects may be 
indertaken either by itself ‘or by Alberta 
nunicipalities, But as the Dominion, quite 
perly, reserves the right to inspect 
hese propositions, it presumably reserves 
also the right to refuse to assist any of 
them which do not meet with its approval. 
Within those bounds, there does not ap- 
pear to be any limit to the length the Pro- 
vince may go either in carrying on work 
on its own account or in assisting munici- 
pal undertakings. 

It is important that the Dominion has 
given approval to the highway program 
already launched by the Province, under 
which work is now proceeding on some 
120 miles of roadway. This means that 
the credit of the Province is released to 
the extent of fifty per cent in respect to 
this work, and that a corresponding 
amount of new work can be undertaken 
with no additional cost to the provincial 
treasury and taxpayers. It is to be sup- 
posed that the Province's program will be

A municipal council which wishes to 
carry out a local improvement under this 
arrangement must of course secure the 
approval of the Provincial Government, 
which in turn is bound to approve only 


projects in keeping with the letter and 
spirit of the agreement. A warning is 
given that councils must submit evidences 


that their proposals come properly under 
the heading of relief works, and are not 
merely plans to effect ordinary improve- 
ments at the expense of the governments. 
Decision on that point will ultimately rest 
with the governments as a matter of 
necessity 

Other than this the councils are given 
no directions as to what or what kinds 
of projects they may get sanction for 
That being the case, the councils will not 
be expected to draw the line too closeiy on 
their own motion. As the governments 
hold the power to veto, the vetoing can be 
safely left to them, and the councils may 
include in their programs whatever pro- 
jects they are prepared to sponsor as giv- 
ing a reasonably large share of employ- 
ment for the cost involved. 


A POOR TIME TO CLOSE DOWN 


With the building of railways into the 
north country, and of the telegraph lines 
without which railways cannot operate, it 
was inevitable that the Government tele- 
graph line to Peace River and Fort St. 
John would be abandoned sooner or later. 
But there could scarcely be a time to ef- 
fect that economy when the incidental re- 
sults would be more serious than at pre- 
sent. 

The immediate effect would be to throw 
a number of operators and linemen out of 
employment on the eve of winter, at a 
time when employment is scarcer than it 
has ever been before, and when the chance 
of getting work at their particular calling 
is practically nil. Nor, it is said, is the 
railway telegraph system in position to 
give more than an eight-hour service per 
day in the northern district. 

Hon. J. A. Stewart, minister of public 
works, stated at Ottawa that a definite 
decision to close the line has not been 
made, reports to the contrary. In view 
of the circumstances the decision might 
well be deferred until spring. 


Forty Years Ago
